It Was the worst mine disaster In 
minoLa since IDOQ and the wont In 
the nation since 1038, Tho Cherry 
mine blast In Illinois on Nov. 13, 
lOOS. claimed 3fiQ lives. An under- 
ground explosion at Mather, Fa., In 
im, klUed IDS miners. 

A physician at the hospital 
parted Sanders Is la fair condition 
and Is expected to survive. 

W. W. Lament, hospital superin- 
tendent,, sold condition of the last 
bodies removed from the mine In- 
dicated at least six stUl hod been 
alive as late as this morning. 

One of the bodies was found with 
lU head In a hole that hod been 
hastily dug In a desperate search 
lor llfc-BUstalnlniT air. 

The blast occurred about two 
miles back from the shaft. And it 
ahattered timbers for three miles in 
the sprawling mine which coven 
13-mlle area. 

Most of the trapped miners never 
knew what hit them. Physicians 
said deoth" In most co-ies won quick. 
The bodies were horribly burned 
and mutilated. Limbs were ripped 
from some. Others were roasted. 

Heavy mine equipment as far as 
two miiM from tho blast's center 
was 7,Teckcd. 

Rescue crews, Including brothers, 
sons and fathers of the trapped 
men. worked feverishly to reach the 
bodies. They walked and crawled 
one to two miles underground with 
battered bodies. 

Grave concern in the blast was 
shown In the flight here from 
Washington of Oscar Chop man. sec- 
retary of the Interior: John L. Lew- 
Is, United Mine Workers president, 
and John Forbes, director of the 
U. S. bureau of mines. 

The three men went below the 
surface with rescue workers yes- 
terday for a brief personal Inspec- 
tion of the damaged sections. 

Chapman ordered a dozen federal 
mine inspectors to open an Investi- 
gation Into the traaedy. 

Most officials agreed tbs blast 
was touched off by the Ignition of 
accumulated methane gas. The gas 
often Is found In coal mines.

CAMPAIGN EXPENSES 

The oatlook for heavy political exoendl- 
tures next year mnkcs this as good a time ns 
any for the country to ejtamlne thoroughly 
Its whole system of rinanclne elections. For 
the evidence Is growing that there Is some- 
thing radically wrong with present practices. 

The blK political contributions today come 
from Individual buslneaamen, from corpora- 
tions, laBbr unions and certain other organ- 
izations and associations. The rank and flic 
of labor, the Jflimer. the white-collar worker, 
the housewife and the professional man may 
■well the coffers somewhat, but by compari- 
son their contributions aro not usually larpre. 

NaturaJJy, the politicians finance them- 
Mlves to some degree, though their outlays 
•re limited by law, and most could not afford 
huge sums In any event. 

The cost of cumpalgnlnfT belnp what It is, 
the candidates have no choice but to look 
for large assistance from the business com- 
munity and similar sources. Their necessary 
reliance upon such funds makes the legal 
limit on their own personal spending a f ulUe 
and rather foolish thing. 

How, of course, the Auppllers ,of campaign 
funds do not generally operate from goodness 
of heart. In these complex times, business- 
men and corporations need friends in gov- 
ernment. Their dealings with official agen- 
cies are constiwt. And they have found that 
It pays to know people who are willing to 
open the right doors. 

This Is as understandable for them as la 
the politicians' dependence on their aid. 
They are simply playing the game as It has 
Always been played In this country. 

In the first place, the sums of money In- 
Tqlved are too big. They create a heavy obll^ 
fatlon on the successful politician to reward 
his benefactors either by granting official 
favors or witl>holdlng penalties. The current 
rash of tax and influence scandals under- 
lines the danger. 

Inasmuch as the financial needs seem 
destined to increase, this risk to sound gov- 
f mment can only rise proportionately. Dem- 
ocratic government Is nothing If It Is not a 
system administered Impartially, without 
fear or favor. It cannot function as a sort of 
elaborate pay-off bureau. 

•What eolutlon seems practical to this 
mounting problem? 

Only one appears rcalJy^^fcaslWo. That is 
to have congress appropriate a sum adequate 
to cover the reasonable campaign expenses 
not only of the presidential nominees but 
of all national candidates. 

This plan, or some similar one. deserves o 
trlaL For we cannot go on like this. 



STRAINED POLITICAL TIES 

There are renewed ond more authentic 
reports that Secretary of Treasury Snyder 
will resign soon. His health has not Improved, 
and his eyes are troubling him. 

Despite their long and close friendship, 
President Truman would probably offer no 
objection to a resignation on the grounds of 
"lU health." Rightly or wrongly. Secretary 
Snyder and Attorney General McQrath. as 
•well as his predecessor. Justice Tom Clark, 
are really responsible for not having discov- 
ered and terminated the scandalous activities 
of subordinates which have been such a blow 
to the administration ond to Democratic 
prospects for no.\t year. 

Basically, of course, It is Mr. Truman's 
own fault for having named such unquali- 
fied men— McQrath and Snyder— to these 
responsible positions. They got the Jobs only 
because of personal and political association 
with the man hi the White House. 

.Mr. Truman, however, is ruthless In these 
matters. If It seem^ wise to hljii from his or 
the party's standpoint, to get rid of one or 
both, he will not hesitate to do so. 

Mr. Truman, naturally, feels that both 
McGratl) and Secretary Snyder should have 
had a flrmer'chcck on their departments. 
Had they been Informed and told their 
suspicions to him several months ago. he 
would have been In a position to Initiate the 
"housccleanlng" Instead of having It forced 
upon him by congressional and newspaper 
exposes.

Not too many i-ears ago Harry Rlchman, 
venerable song-and-dancc man. used to 
descend to thfi-orchcstra pit on occasion ond 
wave the baton with calculated frenzy 
Inevitably during these episodes the wand 
would fly out ,of Rlchman's hand ovw the 
heads of the orchestra men, to light In some 
unlikely spot, like the yawning well of a tuba. 

Maybe our Chicago conductor saw one of 
these exhibitions. Whether he did or not. the 
only moral we can get out of all this Is that

WABHmaTQS — How m U 
President Truman oon retrtoto of 
the repuUtlon of his administration 
by namlnr a commlssfon oC Inqulty 
to look Into the current crop of 
scandals It U too early to say. Once 
again It U on Instance of too Ute if 
not also too little. 

On one political 
level the president 
lias shown hhntelt 
vxtremely adept 
But poUUcs tn the 
larger sense, a« 
the art of tho pos- 
alble, leemt .be- 
yond bit grasp. In 
thesa mattarj, 
UmlUB li all'tm- 
portant.and there I 
Is whore President 
Trumon'i lack Is 
mott consplcuoUf. 

There la much more Involved, ot 
course, than merely poUUcal 
strategy. To ono Just returned from 
Europe and tho Middle East, whero 
the preoccupation ot American of- 
flelaU la almost exclusively with the 
laaue of aurvlval lUelf, the angry 
clamor over who get what has al- 
most jt frivolous sound. 

But that ia only a aurface Un- 
pretalon, since one quickly realizes 
that the current ot reiontment flowa 
deeply and that Its source la not so 
much the fmmBCtlate headline pro- 
vocation as what may be back ol 
the Irritant of tax fixing and mean 
corruption. Back of It. one surmises, 
Is tho blight of mediocrity that la 
like a gray mlasmal mist befogglnB 
much that happens here. People 
feel that the times call for dedicated 
men, men devoted to the public 
service, and Instead they see oil too 
often cheap opportunists, climbera, 
hangeraon ruled by petty personal 
desires and ambitions. 

How to Bopsrata public service 
^m private omblCloQ la aomsthlntr 
that wo Americans have never faced 
up to beyond the rudimentary atop 
ot Installing at the national level 
at least a civil service syat«m. Thla 
may well be the not of the matKr 
today, since It is the careless In- 
termingling of prlvste ambition 
with public servlco that has caused 
much of the trouble. And It la also 
ono of the reasons for tho fantaatl- 
cally high coat ot Bovemment at 
every level— county, city, itate and 
federal. 

In his Interrosatlon by the King 
aubcommlttce Attomey-O e n e r a 1 
Howard McOnth did not come off 
too badly if one leaves out ot con- 
alderatlon the fact that he defended 
the kind of mediocrity so beautifully 
epltoinlEed by T, Lamar Caudle. 
Neverthelesa, the phenomenon ot 
McQrath U Instructive. He has 
ipent virtually hla entlro career In 
public office at modest salaries, yet\ 
he la aald to bo a man ot substantial 
means. 

This can havo come about only 
through precisely that careless In- 
termlnBllnB of public office and pri- 
vate BBln, which In the long run 
costs the taxpayer ao much even 
though In the short nm It may bon- 
etlt certain special Intereats.

When the question Li asked as to 
which la more Influential on the 
character of a child, heredity or en- 
vironment, my onswer must be that 
Uicre Is no such problem. The In- 
fluences of heredity and environ- 
ment- cannot be separated. Tho bud- 
ding llfo is nourished In Its environ- 
ment, or It dies altogether. Both 
elements must be counted In on any 
such question, and the better quality 
there Is In each, the better for tho 
child.

Wo can teach a child what we be- 
Ueve to bo good and he is more than 
likely to accept 11 for his way in 
life, especially if we begin settlrig 
his environment as soon ns he enters 
IL Tho early years are moat Im- 
portant In this proce-u. 

The child of ft wealthy family has

Unusual Star 
Discussed by 
Skies Expert

Oreion Higher Edaeatlon System 
With the coming ot the Christmas 
ioson. we often read the npecula' 
tlons of vorlous writers rcgordlnf 
the unusual star 
which appeared In 
the heavens al- 
most 3,000 years 
oso. Some feel 
that Jt Is Irrell- 
Blous even to con- 
■ Ider this phe- 
nomenon from a 
BClenUlfc view- 
point Others, In- 
cluding thuD who 
mndo lho| 
deepest study of 
Ood's wonderful 
universe, ore convinced thnt the re- 
ported supernatural events' are usu- 
ally poorly -understood phenomena 
of the natural realm. 

Since the short Biblical account 
of the star gives no description ol 
Its luminosity, we can only surmise. 
It Is mentioned briefly In one Oospel 
only. The present Ideas of Its ap- 
pearance nro doubtless greatly in- 
fluenced by artlsu ot later times. 
Many PowlblllUe* 
Bome, who make much .of the 
tendency ot all ancient peoples to 
overemphasize the eupernnturnl, de- 
clare there never was such a star, 
and that the story Is simply a 
"plotu fraud." Between this and 
ths purely supernatural theory, 
there lie many reasonablo posslblll< 
ties. 

It has been augffcsted that the 
star might have t>een Venus 
sreatest brilliancy. But ma the — 
dents wer« students of planetary 
motions, the periodic brightening of 
Venus would hardly have excited 
them. Maybe It was a ipecUcular 
oomeL It Is known that Halley's 
comet visited our region of spncfc 
at about thnt time- 
Bright Nova 

One ot the most common^'-vlewi 
Is that the star was a brljiht nova 
one ot those apparently "new stars' 
which many times in thsTiast have, 
flared out In places where no star 
was previously known. In 1ST3. a 
nova became so .bright It could be 
Been In the daytime. In 1934 around 
ChrUtmaa thne. Kova Herculls In- 
creased rapidly Into naked-eya 
visibility. 

It Is quite definitely known that 

very unusual sight did appear'In 

Bp O. This date Is likely close to 
thnt of the birth ot Jesus, slnco 
the death ot Herod the OroaC. from., 
whom Joseph tied Into Efrypt. 
eurred In 4 B, C. This alBht wni ....

striking form ot the constellation 
of the Fishes.

Andy 
RobuBteUi and their unsung defensive tcammntcB were twice 
blessed today by Los Annoles Ram Coach Joe Stydahar as 
"the men who wrote history" in Rcorinp: a 24-17 National 
football Icafcuc championship 
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victory over the Cleveland 
Browns.^ 

It was tho Ram's first win 
over Cleveland in four tries. 

Until yesterday's upset before h 
record crowd of GS.tTS fans, tho 
Browns had won a phenomenal list 
ot titles— four In the now-defunct 
All America conference and one In 
the NTL.
